As the racing of blooded horses 
was always a prominent feature of 
successful fairs, the first consid­ 
eration w as for a track . 
About i0 
acres of land was purchased from

south of Edinger. 
The new track proved in time to 
« 
hr the fastest race track in the 
state. 
It was on this track that 
Silk wood made the record time for 
the Pacific coast, pacing a mile 
in 2.07.

Race Is Arranged 
As Charles A. Riggs says, in his 
paper on horse racing in Orange 
county, "Nearly every young man

wood won a race in Eos Angeles 
that caused him to be look ed upon 
as the coming horse among pacers. 
McKinney, a Los Angeles trotter, 
won races on the California ■ r- 
cuit in faster time;

fair association arranged 
a

between the.se two for # 1300.

Decision of far-reaching effect 
in Its application in Orange county 
has been banded down by the * ai- 
Ifornla Railroad commission. R. J 
McFadden, state delegate from O r­ 
ange county, announced here today. 
"More than a year ago a com­ 
plaint was filed before the Hail- 
road commission by the McMur- 
ray Transportation service, hold- 
us of a truck hauling franchise in 
Santa Barbara county under which 
the Santa Barbara Milk Producers 
association, a farmers' cooperative 
mark eting organization, was alleg­ 
'd to be hauling milk for its m em ­ 
bers 
without 
having a franchise 
from the Railroad commission and 
therefore tak ing the business aw ay 
from a franchise hauler,” Me F ad- 
Ion declared. 
Effect Widespread 
"The case has been an important 
one because of its effect on all farm 
cooperatives throughout the state. 
In Orange county most of our c it­ 
rus cooperatives 
have their own 
truck s and haul the fruit from the 
grove to the park ing house, and 
many of them haul their fruit from 
the (lack ing houses to the mark et in 
l.os 
A nge le s 
or 
to the 
harbor 
where it is shipped on the boat. 
"The 
commission 
gav« 
its de- 
eiston as follows: 
"T hat the defendant, the Santa 
B arbara Milk 
Producers associa­ 
tion. a corporation, is hereby di­ 
rected 
to desist 
from continuing 
any and all operations 
for 
the 
transportation of property for com­ 
pensation or hire as a business, 
over any public 
highway of the 
State of California unless it. shall 
first have secured from the com­ 
mission a proper permit authoriz­ 
ing it to operate as such 
P oi nt s T o 
Justice 
Continuing his statement, 
Mc­ 
Fadden said, "this m atter is being 
given serious attention by the C r­ 
inge County Farm bureau, 
it has 
long been recognized that a non­ 
profit cooperative, serving only its 
members, has the same rights that 
the individual members have. Ap­ 
plying that to this ease, it has al­ 
ways been recognized that a tarni- 
•rs' non profit cooperative had the 
right to haul the products of its 
members. 
“This decision of the commis­ 
sion seems to place the cooperative 
in the same position as any other 
■ommon carrier req uiring the com­ 
mission to siiix orviae their opera­

Twice he was brought back by his 
relatives. 
The 
third 
time, 
the 
Duke of Lorraine, ruler of Cal- 
lot’s native province, sent him tc 
the Papal Court in Rome and 
there, finally, the boy pursued his 
favorite study. 
This was more than 300 years 
ago, when wars raged over Eu ­ 
rope. 
Conflict, however, did not 
disturb Callot, and he soon became 
the greatest engraver of his time. 
Rulers commissioned him to en­ 
grave designs of their victories, 
but when Louis X III of France 
defeated the Duke of Lorraine at 
Nancy. Callot’s home town, and 
then demanded that Callot make 
a design for this defeat, the en­ 
graver refused. 
In 1635, at the age of 42, Callot 
died. 
His portrait appears on 
French stamps of 1935 and 1937.
